ANNOUNCEMENT 

THE  School  for  Nurses  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  has  the  advantage 
of  being  a  new,  modernly  organized  school,  connected  with  a  general 
hospital  well  known  and  highly  respected  throughout  the  country,  and 
affiliated  with  the  Rush  Medical  College,  one  of  the  oldest  institutions  of 
learning  in  the  Northwest.  These  three  facts  assure  to  the  students  of  the 
school  a  course  of  instruction  which  will  be  of  the  highest  order ;  which  will 
meet  the  desires  of  those  aiming  for  high  professional  training,  and  will 
educate  women  to  be  thoroughly  competent  in  the  practice  and  theory  of 
nursing  in  all  its  branches. 

Candidates  for  entrance  must  have  a  high  school  education  or  its  equiva¬ 
lent,  preference  being  given  to  women  who  have  had  one  or  more  years  of 
college  work ;  they  must  be  in  good  health  and  between  twenty  and  thirty 
years  of  age.  The  candidate  is  required  to  make  a  formal  application  by 
filling  out  the  answers  to  the  list  of  questions,  which  must  be  sent  to  the 
principal  of  the  school,  with  a  letter  from  a  physician  as  to  physical  fitness 
and  letters  from  responsible  persons  as  to  good  character  and  personal  and 
educational  qualifications.  When  possible  application  should  be  made  in 
person. 

Two  classes  are  formed  yearly,  students  entering  in  the  spring  and  in 
the  fall,  and  at  no  other  time.  The  object  in  receiving  pupils  at  two  stated 
periods  is  to  secure  a  systematic  training  for  each,  in  the  scheduled  course 
of  theoretical  and  practical  instruction.  As  it  is  most  helpful  in  her  theo¬ 
retical  work  for  the  student  nurse  to  have  some  knowledge  of  Elementary 
Chemistry,  Physiology,  Physics  and  Zoology,  young  women  expecting  to  take 
up  the  profession  of  nursing  should  select  such  subjects  in  their  school  work. 
If  unfamiliar  with  any  of  these  subjects  the  applicant  should  devote  what 
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time  she  may  have  at  liberty  between  her  acceptance  into  the  School  and  her 
entrance  in  the  study  of  the  subject. 

The  schedule  covers  three  years’  training,  of  which  the  first  six  months 
is  a  preparatory  period.  During  this  preliminary  time  the  pupil  resides  in 
the  Nurses’  Home  and  receives  both  practical  and  theoretical  instruction 
in  many  points  which  it  is  necessary  for  her  to  know  before  undertaking 
actual  nursing  in  the  wards  of  the  hospital.  The  object  of  this  preliminary 
training  is  to  prepare  the  student  to  enter  upon  the  duties  of  the  nurse 
properly  equipped  physically  and  technically,  and  besides  being  a  period  of 
preparation  under  constant  instruction,  is  also  one  of  probation.  The  pupil 
must  consider  herself  on  trial  during  the  entire  period.  Unless  she  shows 
a  general  fitness  for  nursing,  good  health  and  an  ability  to  keep  up  with  the 
class  instruction,  she  will  not  be  allowed  to  matriculate.  Should  the  pupil 
successfully  pass  all  examinations  at  the  end  of  the  first  half  year  and  give 
satisfactory  proof  of  good,  practical  work  with  general  fitness,  she  is  received 
into  the  School  and  her  training  in  the  hospital  begins. 

During  the  junior  and  senior  years  pupils  receive  instruction  in  special 
nursing  by  being  assigned  to  care  for  private  patients  in  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital. 

Each  year  examinations  are  held  upon  the  work  taken  up  during  the 
term.  The  standing  of  the  pupil  is  based  upon  the  general  character  of  work 
and  behavior  throughout  the  year  and  the  results  of  the  examinations. 

The  School  reserves  the  privilege  of  dropping  a  pupil  at  any  period  of 
her  training  for  misconduct,  inefficiency  or  neglect  of  duty. 

The  School  is  supported  by  the  Presbyterian  people  and  churches  of 
Chicago,  but  admits  women  of  all  creeds.  Each  pupil  is  expected  to  attend 
her  own  church  regularly. 

The  Presbyterian  Hospital,  where  the  pupil  receives  her  training  in 
hospital  nursing  and  executive  work,  is  an  institution  of  nearly  three  hundred 
beds,  with  both  private  and  free  ward  patients.  Built  over  twenty  years  ago 
by  some  of  Chicago’s  leading  men,  it  has  continued  to  hold  a  prominent 
place  among  the  city  hospitals.  The  governing  board  is  identical  with  the 
board  of  management  of  the  School  for  Nurses.  The  members  of  the  medical 
board,  in  large  part,  are  also  members  of  the  faculty  of  the  Rush  Medical 
College. 

Laboratory  work  in  Bacteriology  and  other  subjects  is  held  in  the  labor¬ 
atories  of  the  Rush  Medical  College,  while  the  college  also  grants  to  the  pupils 
of  the  School  the  privilege  of  using  the  well-equipped  medical  library,  con¬ 
taining  about  10,000  volumes. 

The  Central  Free  Dispensary,  which  the  pupils  attend  for  minor  surgical 
and  medical  work,  is  held  in  the  Senn  Hall  of  the  Rush  Medical  College,  a 
modern  fireproof  building  opened  in  1902. 

The  staff  and  students  of  the  School  reside  in  the  Home,  430  S.  Ashland 
boulevard,  corner  of  Congress  street.  It  may  be  reached  by  any  of  the  trains 
of  the  Metropolitan  Elevated  Railway,  being  one  block  southeast  of  the 
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Marshfield  station ;  by  the  Van  Buren  or  Harrison  street  electric  lines,  both 
of  which  cross  Ashland  boulevard. 

A  new  Home,  to  be  completed  in  the  spring  of  1913,  is  now  in  process 
of  erection.  The  building  is  fireproof  and  modern  in  every  way.  Bright  bed 
rooms,  attractive  dining,  sitting  and  other  necessary  rooms  are  provided  and 
the  roof  is  so  arranged  as  to  allow  the  students  to  make  use  of  it. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION

text-books,  the  cost  of  these  amounting  to  about  twelve  dollars :

General  Expenses — Ten  dollars  is  deposited  upon  entrance  to  provide 
for  such  breakage  or  loss  as  may  occur  throughout  the  course.  Any  balance 
remaining  will  be  returned  to  the  nurse  at  the  time  of  graduation,  or  should 
she  leave  without  graduating. 

Pupils  reside  in  the  Home,  and  receive  board,  lodging  and  a  reasonable 
amount  of  laundry  from  the  date  of  entrance. 

Uniform  Outfit — The  material  for  the  uniform  outfit  required  after  the 
probationary  term  is  furnished  to  the  pupil  at  cost  price.  The  uniform  con¬ 
sists  of  a  plain  blue  gingham  dress,  white  apron,  collar,  cuffs  and  cap.  The 
cost  of  this  is  estimated  to  average  not  more  than  fifteen  dollars  yearly,  while 
it  has  been  found  that,  with  economy,  a  student  may  carry  herself  through  the 
course  on  an  income  of  five  to  ten  dollars  a  month. 

Loan  Fund — A  fund  has  been  established  to  assist  students  who  require 
financial  aid.  After  residence  in  the  school  of  one  and  a  half  years,  applica¬ 
tion  may  be  made  for  a  moderate  loan,  this  to  be  returned  to  the  School 
within  a  year  after  graduation,  or,  should  the  student  fail  to  graduate,  as 
soon  as  possible  after  she  leaves  the  school. 

The  Albert  M.  Day  Fund — Also  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  nurses.  Mr. 
Albert  M.  Day,  the  President  of  the  Institution,  offers  one  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  yearly,  which  is  to  be  used  in  any  way  which  may  seem  most  beneficial. 

Scholarships — The  Woman’s  Auxiliary  Board  of  the  Hospital  offers 
cholarships  of  $420  to  young  women  who  wish  to  study  nursing  with  the 
biect  of  fitting  themselves  for  missionary  or  allied  work,  and  who,  for 
ancial  reasons,  are  unable  to  enter  this  school. 
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Application  for  such  scholarships  must  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Prin¬ 
cipal  of  the  School  and  will  be  granted  only  to  such  young  women  as  prove 
themselves  qualified  to  meet  all  the  entrance  requirements,  and  who  will, 
after  graduating,  devote  three  years  to  Missionary,  Social  Service,  or  similar 
work,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Woman’s  Board  of  the  Hospital. 

These  scholarships  are  paid  in  monthly  installments  of  ten  dollars,  pay¬ 
ment  being  stopped  should  the  pupil  leave  the  school. 

Should  the  nurse,  for  any  reason  except  loss  of  health,  be  unable  to  give 
the  promised  three  years  of  such  service,  she  will  be  expected  to  refund  all 
money  received  by  her  from  the  institution. 

Hours  on  Duty — During  the  preliminary  term  the  pupil  has  daily  an 
average  of  six  hours’  practical  work,  under  supervision,  and  two  hours  of 
class  instruction.  The  rest  of  the  time  is  expected  to  be  used  for  study,  with 
the  necessary  amount  given  to  rest  and  recreation. 

After  her  entrance  into  the  hospital  she  has,  ordinarily,  eight  hours  of 
practical  Pursing  out  of  the  twenty-four.  In  the  operating  room,  the  mater¬ 
nity,  on  special  duty,  or  in  case  of  need  or  emergency,  the  pupil  will  be  on 
duty  longer,  and  must  be  prepared  to  serve  longer  hours.  A  weekly  half 
day  is  given  with  extra  rest  time  on  Sunday. 

Vacation — Nine,  weeks’  vacation  is  allowed  during  the  entire  course, 
given  when  the  conditions  of  the  institution  will  permit. 

Sickness — In  sickness  the  pupil  will  be  cared  for  at  the  expense  of  the 
School.  Time  lost  through  illness  or  for  any  other  cause  must  be  made  up 
by  prolonging  the  course. 

If  students  are  called  away  for  any  reason,  or  compelled  to  give  up  their 
work  on  account  of  illness,  the  vacancies  thus  made  cannot  be  held  for  them. 

A  candidate  accepted  for  the  probationary  term  should  bring  with  her : 
Four  dresses,  of  material  similar  to  sample  provided  and  made  as  instructed; 
seven  large  white  aprons ;  two  large  bags  and  one  small  bag  for  soiled  clothes ; 
underclothing  made  plainly,  without  ruffles.  Each  article  must  be  distinctly 
marked  with  indelible  ink,  and  not  with  a  stencil,  with  the  full  name  of  the 
owner.  Waists  and  articles  with  neck  bands  must  be  marked  upon  the  inside 
of  the  back  of  the  neck  band ;  all  skirts  or  garments  with  skirt  bands  must 
be  marked  upon  the  band. 

Each  pupil  should  bring  a  pair  of  comfortably  fitting  and  good  sense 
shoes  with  rubber  heels.  A  watch  with  a  second  hand  is  also  needed  after 
the  pupil  starts  her  nursing  work  in  the  Hospital. 

Pupils  being  out  in  all  kinds  of  weather,  it  is  necessary  for  them  to  come 
provided  with  warm  underwear,  a  long  coat,  rubbers  and  umbrella.  Each 
nurse,  in  addition,  must  bring  a  plainly  trimmed  hat,  which,  with  a  quiet 
appearing  coat,  must  be  worn  going  to  and  from  duty.  As  the  uniform  is 
worn  on  the  street  only  when  necessary  and  not  when  the  nurse  is  on  per¬ 
sonal  business  or  on  pleasure,  a  simple  street  dress  is  required.  Linen  collars 
may  be  purchased  at  the  School  after  arrival ;  the  cap  worn  during  the 
probationary  period  is  provided  by  the  School. 

Accepted  candidates  whose  teeth  are  out  of  order  should  have  them 
attended  to  before  coming  for  the  probationary  period ;  it  is  absolutely  essen- 
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tial  that  each  should  have  a  successful  vaccination  before  entering.  The 
latter  matter  should  be  attended  to  as  soon  as  the  applicant  receives  notifica¬ 
tion  of  her  acceptance.  Upon  arrival  in  the  city,  if  desired,  trunk  checks 

may  be  brought  to  the  Home,  where  the  delivery  of  the  trunks  will  be 
attended  to.

RULES  FOR  THE  HOME 


HE  rising  bell  is  rung  at  5  145. 


f  Nurses  report  for  duty  at  7  a.  m.  Before  leaving  the  Home  for 

the  Hospital  or  other  duty  each  nurse  must  make  her  bed,  dust  and 

leave  her  room  in  good  order. 

The  houi  for  closing  the  Home  is  10  p.  m.  All  pupils  are  expected  to 
be  within  doors  at  that  hour  unless  they  have  special  permission  to  be  absent, 
and  must  not  stay  away  from  the  Home  over  night  without  permission. 

Lights  aie  turned  out  in  the  parlors  and  halls  at  10  p.  m.,  and  nurses  must 

retire  to  their  own  rooms.  Lights  in  bedrooms  must  be  turned  out  at  10:30 
p.  m.,  and  during  the  evening  turned  out  in  these  rooms  whenever  left  vacant, 
the  utmost  economy  of  gas  being  necessary. 

Nuises  are  expected  to  preserve  at  all  times  a  quiet  demeanor  in  halls, 
stairways  and  dining  rooms ;  loud  talking  or  laughing  will  not  be  permitted.' 
Care  must  be  obseived  by  each  resident  to  protect  the  furniture  and  other 
property  of  the  School;  matches  must  not  be  struck  on  the  walls;  the  pipes 
m  the  bath  rooms  and  other  plumbing  must  not  be  plugged  by  careless  use; 
sheets,  towels,  and  other  household  linen  must  be  preserved  for  their  legiti¬ 
mate  purposes. 

Hours  foi  Meals  First  breakfast,  6:15  a.  m. ;  second  breakfast,  7:15 
a.  m. ,  first  dinner,  12  m.;  second  dinner,  1:15  p.  m. ;  first  supper,  6  p.  m.  ; 
second  supper,  7:15  p.  m. 

Nurses  must  be  piompt  in  coming  to  their  meals  and  must  not  linger  in 
the  dining  room  after  meals.  No  food  is  provided  out  of  the  appointed  time, 
except  with  permission. 

Dishes,  silver  or  food  must  not  be  carried  from  the  dining  room  to  the 
bedrooms.  Nurses  are  not  to  go  into  the  kitchen  or  to  give  orders  to  any  of 
the  servants.  No  visitors  may  be  invited  to  meals  or  to  spend  the  night  in 
the  Home. 

Laundry  Regulations— Clothes  must  be  listed  and  ready  for  the  laundry 
each  Monday  at  7  a.  m.  The  following  articles  are  allowed  each  nurse  per 
week:  Seven  pairs  cuffs,  seven  collars,  one  cap,  seven  handkerchiefs,  two 
colored  skirts,  seven  aprons,  two  dresses,  one  plain  shirtwaist,  and  twelve 
articles  of  underwear.  One  white  skirt  is  allowed  every  two  weeks,  and  a 
wrapper  once  a  month. 

Any  clothing  in  excess  of  the  specified  number  of  each  article,  and  all 
elaborately  trimmed  garments,  will  be  returned  unwashed,  as  also  those 
found  with  pins,  torn  or  otherwise  uncared  for.  All  clothes  must  be  distinctly 
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marked  in  places  where  the  name  will  be  easily  seen  by  the  laundress. 
Washing  must  not  be  done  in  the  bedrooms  or  bathrooms. 

When  a  nurse  is  sick  she  should  report  at  once  to  the  Principal,  or  her 
assistant,  who  will  see  that  she  is  prescribed  for,  if  necessary,  by  a  physician. 
Nurses  must  not  obtain  medicine  for  their  own  use  from  the  wards  or  drug 
store  of  the  hospital.  Nurses  must  not  return  to  the  hospital  when  off  duty 
without  permission.  They  are  not  permitted  to  receive  calls  or  telephone 
messages  in  the  hospital  from  their  friends,  and  should  request  their  friends 
to  observe  this  rule  by  calling  upon  them  at  the  Home  and  also  sending  mail 
to  that  address.  Food,  linen,  silver  or  any  property  of  the  Hospital  must 
not  be  carried  to  the  Home. 

Pupils  will  be  excused  from  classes  and  lectures  only  on  account  of  illness. 


OUTLINE  OF  COURSES 

THE  Preparatory  Course — Beginning  Spring  and  Fall. — The  morning 
hours  are  devoted  to  practical  work  under  supervision,  comprising 
instruction  and  practice  in :  Invalid  cookery,  setting  and  serving  of 
trays,  making  surgical  supplies,  care  of  linen,  making  beds,  giving  baths,  etc. 
In  the  Pharmacy  the  pupil  is  taught  to  make  solutions  and  becomes  some¬ 
what  familiar  with  the  appearance  of  drugs. 

The  afternoon  hours  are  devoted  to  theoretical  instruction,  including 
classes  in  dietetics,  ethics  of  nursing,  and  practical  demonstrations  in  ele¬ 
mentary  nursing. 

Anatomy,  Chemistry,  Physiology,  Materia  Medica,  Bacteriology,  and 
Hygiene  are  taught  in  laboratory  or  class  recitation  by  instructors  provided 
by  the  staff  of  the  Rush  Medical  College. 

Examinations  are  held  in  the  above  subjects  at  the  end  of  each  course. 

FIRST  YEAR. 

Medical  Lectures — Twice  a  week  for  two  months;  October  and  Novem¬ 
ber. 

Chemistry — Three  times  a  week;  December  and  January. 

Surgical  Lectures — 'Twice  a  week;  February. 

Bandaging — Twelve  classes  ;  March. 

Gynecology — Twice  a  week;  April,  May. 

Classes  in  nursing. 

Examination  on  each  of  the  above  subjects  at  the  end  of  the  course. 

SECOND  OR  JUNIOR  YEAR. 

Nursing  of  Children — Two  lectures  weekly;  October,  November  and 
December. 

Toxicology — Two  lectures  weekly;  January. 

Urinalysis — Two  exercises  weekly;  February. 

Nervous  Diseases — Two  lectures  weekly;  March. 

Contagious  Diseases — Two  lectures  weekly;  April. 

Obstetrics — Two  classes  weekly;  May. 

Class  work  in  nursing  and  allied  subjects. 

Examinations  in  each  subject  at  the  close  of  the  course. 
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THIRD  OR  SENIOR  YEAR. 

Medical  Lectures — Two  lectures  weekly;  October. 

Massage — Four  classes  weekly;  November,  December. 

Surgical  Lectures — Two  weekly;  January. 

Cate  of  the  Eye,  Ear,  Nose,  Throat — Two  lectures  weekly;  February. 
The  Skin — Two  lectures  weekly;  March. 

Talks  and  lectures  on  special  subjects. 

Examinations  are  held  in  each  of  the  above  subjects  at  the  close  of  the 
course. 


COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION 

PRACTICAL  NURSING — May  Russell,  Cora  V.  Johnson,  Alice  A.  Snow, 

Instructors. 

THIS  instruction  is  given  in  weekly  classes  held  from  October  to  June, 
taking  up  in  recitation  and  by  practical  demonstration  such  points 
as  may  be  included  in  the  principles  and  practice  of  nursing.  The 
following  are  some  of  the  subjects  emphasized:  Care  of  the  ward  and  hos¬ 
pital  supplies;  making  of  all  kinds  of  beds;  giving  baths;  external  applica¬ 
tions;  giving  enemata  and  douches;  catheterizing ;  method  of  charting  and 
recording  symptoms,  etc. 

This  instruction  is  supplemented  by  teaching  received  from  graduate 
nurses  in  the  Presbyterian  Hospital,  the  Central  Free  Dispensary,  and,  in 
the  senior  year,  in  the  obstetrical  department  in  the  homes  of  the  poor,  during 
the  delivery  and  in  subsequent  daily  calls. 

ETHICS  OF  NLTRSING. — M.  Helena  McMillan,  Instructor. 

This  consists  of  short  courses  of  class  instruction  given  in  the  prelimi¬ 
nary  term,  and  in  the  senior  year.  The  object  is  to  give  the  pupil  an  idea 
of  what  position  the  nurse  holds  in  the  working  world ;  her  attitude  toward 
patients,  the  public,  physicians;  the  qualifications  of  the  good  nurse,  and 
other  points  which  must  be  observed  by  the  nurse  to  assure  success  in  her 
profession. 

COOKERY. — Sarah  Benedict,  Instructor. 

A  study  is  made  of  the  different  classes  of  foods  and  the  part  thev  play 
in  nutrition. 

An  effort  is  made  to  take  pupils  to  visit  markets,  bakeries  and  different 
food  manufactories. 

In  class  instruction  the  choice  of  foods  is  considered ;  modification  of 
milk  is  demonstrated,  and  the  principles  involved  in  feeding  the  sick  are 
studied.  In  the  Diet  Kitchen  and  in  the  Serving  Rooms  of  the  Hospital 
the  pupils  receive  additional  instruction  in  Invalid  Cookery  in  preparing  and 
serving  food  for  the  patients. 

The  object  of  the  course  is  to  give  the  essentials  of  dietetics,  and  enable 
the  nurse  to  carry  out  intelligently  the  orders  of  the  physician. 

Time,  six  to  eight  weeks. 
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ANATOMY 

Charles  Aubrey  Parker,  M.  D. 

The  work  in  anatomy  comprises  twenty-four  exercises. 

The  teaching  in  this  branch  is  a  combination  of  didactic  and  recitation 
methods,  with  the  aim  of  furnishing  the  students  a  thorough,  practical 
acquaintance  with  the  superficial,  regional  and  general  anatomy  of  the 
human  body. 

To  this  end  free  use  is  constantly  made  of  material  judiciously  selected 
from  the  laboratory  of  the  college  for  demonstration,  with  special  reference 
to  the  needs  of  the  students. 

Three  hours  weekly  for  two  months. 


COURSE  IN  BACTERIOLOGY 

Edwin  R.  LeCount,  M.  D. 

Making  of  the  ordinary  media  upon  which  bacteria  are  usually  grown 
will  precede  study  of  a  few  forms  illustrating  morphologic  types  and  species. 
Each  student  will  make  personal  observations  of  methods  of  growth,  form, 
staining  properties,  and  other  characteristics.  During  the  work,  the  technic 
employed  in  the  study  of  bacteria  will  be  acquired,  together  with  a  knowledge 
of  the  plate  method,  the  various  culture  media,  the  use  of  fermentation  tubes, 
and  other  methods  of  isolating  and  identifying  bacteria. 

Practical  application  of  this  technical  skill  will  then  be  made,  studying 
the  thermal  death  points  of  bacteria,  the  methods  of  sterilizing  the  hands 
and  suture  material,  the  occurrence  of  bacteria  in  dust,  the  air,  water,  utensils 
of  operating  rooms,  surgical  dressings,  etc.  There  will  be  no  systematic 
lectures,  but  instead  brief  talks,  demonstrations  of  the  use  of  apparatus 
or  discussions. 

References  will  be  given  frequently  to  text-book  or  other  accounts  in 

literature  relating  to  the  work. 

Ten  hours  a  week  for  eight  weeks. 


CHEMISTRY 

Walter  S.  Haines,  A.  M.,  M'.  D. 

Instruction  in  this  subject  is  given  during  the  first  year  in  sixteen  exer¬ 
cises,  consisting  partly  of  lectures  and  conferences  and  partly  of  work  in  the 
laboratory.  The  course  covers  the  more  important  general  principles  of 
chemistry  and  certain  of  the  chief  elements  and  their  compound. 

Text-Book:  Remsen’s  Elementary  Chemistry. 
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PHYSIOLOGY 

Bird  McPherson  Linnell,  A.  B.,  M.  D. 

The  required  work  includes  lectures,  recitations  and  laboratory  work. 
The  teaching  is  designed  to  familiarize  the  students  with  such  facts  and 
experiments  in  physiology  that  they  may  follow  intelligently  the  various 
changes  bearing  on  nursing. 

Three  hours  weekly  for  two  months. 


MATERIA  MEDICA 

Walter  S.  Haines,  A.  M.,  M'.  D. 

The  course  consists  of  sixteen  lectures,  conferences,  and  laboratory 
exercises  given  during  the  preliminary  six  months  of  training.  The  subjects 
taken  up  are  weights  and  measures,  forms  of  drugs  and  their  mode  of 
administration,  classification  of  drugs,  and  a  brief  account  of  the  more  im¬ 
portant  drugs  used  in  the  practice  of  medicine. 

Text-Book:  Lavinia  Dock’s  Materia  Medica  for  Nurses. 


URINALYSIS 

Walter  S.  Haines,  A.  M.,  M’.  D. 

The  course  consists  of  eight  exercises,  given  in  the  second  year,  largely 
in  the  laboratory,  on  normal  and  pathological  urine.  Instruction  is  given  in 
the  collecting  of  proper  specimens  for  analysis,  in  determining  the  reaction, 
the  specific  gravity,  and  the  amount  of  urea,  and  in  testing  for  sugar,  albumen, 
biliary  matter,  and  other  important  abnormal  elements.  The  recognition  by 
the  microscope  of  the  chief  urinary  sediments  is  also  included. 

Text-Books:  Legge  on  the  Urine,  Haines’  Practical  Directions  for 
Clinical  Urinalysis  and  Marquardt’s  text-book. 


TOXICOLOGY 

Walter  S.  Haines,  A.  M.,  M’.  D. 

The  instruction  consists  of  eight  lectures  and  conferences  given  during 
the  second  year  on  the  subject  of  the  most  important  poisons,  their  properties 
effects  and  treatment. 

Text-Book:  Tanner’s  Memoranda  of  Poisons. 

Instruction  also  is  given  by  lectures,  recitations  and  clinics  in  ah  the 
branches  of  medical  and  surgical  nursing,  including  children  nervous  and 
insane,  chest,  nose  and  throat,  etc.,  as  well  as  such  special  subjects  as 
obstetrics,  gynecology,  the  eye  and  ear,  skin,  etc. 
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REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION 

PUPILS  presenting  for  graduation  must  have  spent  three  years  in  the 
School,  must  have  accomplished  the  required  practical  and  theoretical 
work  laid  down,  and  have  passed  all  examinations.  Should  pupils 
be  admitted  for  advanced  standing  from  other  approved  schools  for  nurses, 
they  must  show  work  accomplished  covering  three  years,  two  of  which  must 
be  spent  in  this  School;  must  pass  all  examinations,  and  must  have  a  record 
cf  good,  practical  work  and  conduct. 

Positions  open  to  the  graduates  of  the  School  will  occur  on  the  teaching 
staff  of  the  School,  as  Supervising  and  Head  Nurses  in  the  Presbyterian 
Plospital,  in  the  clinics  of  the  Rush  Medical  College,  and  of  the  Central  Free 
Dispensary. 


STATE  REGISTRATION 

The  School  is  registered  in  both  Illinois  and  New  York  States,  thus 
indicating  that  the  course  of  instruction  given  to  its  students  meets  the 
requirements  of  the  law  providing  for  the  education  and  registration  of 
nurses.  All  graduates  of  the  School  are  therefore  eligible  for  registration. 


THE  ALUMNAE 

The  Alumnae  Association,  organized  in  1906,  is  a  means  of  mutual 
benefit  and  pleasure  to  the  graduates  of  the  School.  By  membership  in  the 
Alumnae  each  graduate  may  become  a  member  of  the  American  Nurses 
Association;  in  time  of  illiness  may  profit  by  the  room  endowed  in  the 
Hospital;  and  may  keep  in  touch  with  each  other,  with  the  progress' of  the 
School  and  of  nursing  affairs  in  general.

ANNOUNCEMENT 

THE  School  for  Nurses  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  has  the  advantage 
of  being  a  new,  modernly  organized  school,  connected  with  a  general 
hospital  well  known  and  highly  respected  throughout  the  country,  and 
affiliated  with  the  Rush  Medical  College,  one  of  the  oldest  institutions  of 
learning  in  the  Northwest.  These  three  facts  assure  to  the  students  of  the 
school  a  course  of  instruction  which  will  be  of  the  highest  order;  which  will 
meet  the  desires  of  those  aiming  for  high  professional  training,  and  will 
educate  women  to  be  thoroughly  competent  in  the  practice  and  theory  of 
nursing  in  all  its  branches. 

Candidates  for  entrance  must  have  a  high  school  education  or  its  equiva¬ 
lent,  preference  being  given  to  women  who  have  had  one  or  more  years  of 
college  work;  they  must  be  in  good  health  and  between  twenty  and  thirty 
years  of  age.  The  candidate  is  required  to  make  a  formal  application  by 
filling  out  the  answers  to  the  list  of  questions,  which  must  be  sent  to  the 
principal  of  the  school,  with  a  letter  from  a  physician  as  to  physical  fitness 
and  letters  from  responsible  persons  as  to  good  character  and  personal  and 
educational  qualifications.  When  possible  application  should  be  made  in 
person. 

Two  classes  are  formed  yearly,  students  entering  in  the  spring  and  in 
the  fall,  and  at  no  other  time.  The  object  in  receiving  puipls  at  two  stated 
periods  is  to  secure  a  systematic  training  for  each,  in  the  scheduled  course 
of  theoretical  and  practical  instruction.  As  it  is  most  helpful  in  her  theo¬ 
retical  work  for  the  student  nurse  to  have  some  knowledge  of  Elementary 
Chemistry,  Physiology,  Physics  and  Zoology,  young  women  expecting  to  take 
up  the  profession  of  nursing  should  select  such  subjects  in  their  school  work. 
If  unfamiliar  with  any  of  these  subjects  the  applicant  should  devote  what 
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time  she  may  have  at  liberty  between  her  acceptance  into  the  School  and  her 
entrance  in  the  study  of  the  subject. 

The  schedule  covers  three  years’  training,  of  which  the  first  six  months 
is  a  preparatory  period.  During  this  preliminary  time  the  pupil  resides  in 
the  Nurses’  Home  and  receives  both  practical  and  theoretical  instruction 
in  many  points  which  it  is  necessary  for  her  to  know  before  undertaking 
actual  nursing  in  the  wards  of  the  hospital.  The  object  of  this  preliminary 
training  is  to  prepare  the  student  to  enter  upon  the  duties  of  the  nurse 
properly  equipped  physically  and  technically,  and  besides  being  a  period  of 
preparation  under  constant  instruction,  is  also  one  of  probation.  The  pupil 
must  consider  herself  on  trial  during  the  entire  period.  Unless  she  shows 
a  general  fitness  for  nursing,  good  health  and  an  ability  to  keep  up  with  the 
class  instruction,  she  will  not  be  allowed  to  matriculate.  Should  the  pupil 
successfully  pass  all  examinations  at  the  end  of  the  first  half  year  and  give 
satisfactory  proof  of  good,  practical  work  with  general  fitness,  she  is  received 
into  the  School  and  her  training  in  the  hospital  begins. 

During  the  junior  and  senior  years  pupils  receive  instruction  in  special 
nursing  by  being  assigned  to  care  for  private  patients  in  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital. 

.  Each  year  examinations  are  held  upon  the  work  taken  up  during  the 
term.  The  standing  of  the  pupil  is  based  upon  the  general  character  of  work 
and  behavior  throughout  the  year  and  the  results  of  the  examinations. 

The  School  reserves  the  privilege  of  dropping  a  pupil  at  any  period  of 
her  training  for  misconduct,  inefficiency  or  neglect  of  duty. 

The  School  is  supported  by  the  Presbyterian  people  and  churches  of 
Chicago,  but  admits  women  of  all  creeds.  Each  pupil  is  expected  to  attend 
her  own  church  regularly. 

The  Presbyterian  Hospital,  where  the  pupil  receives  her  training  in 
hospital  nursing  and  executive  work,  is  an  institution  of  nearly  three  hundred 
beds,  with  both  private  and  free  ward  patients.  Built  over  twenty  years  ago 
by  some  of  Chicago’s  leading  men,  it  has  continued  to  hold  a  prominent 
place  among  the  city  hospitals.  The  governing  board  is  identical  with  the 
board  of  management  of  the  School  for  Nurses.  The  members  of  the  medical 
board,  in  large  part,  are  also  members  of  the  faculty  of  the  Rush  Medical 
College. 

Laboratory  work  in  Bacteriology  and  other  subjects  is  held  in  the  labor¬ 
atories  of  the  Rush  Medical  College,  while  the  college  also  grants  to  the  pupils 
of  the  School  the  privilege  of  using  the  well-equipped  medical  library,  con- 
taining  about  10,000  volumes. 

The  Central  Free  Dispensary,  which  the  pupils  attend  for  minor  surgical 
and  medical  work,  is  held  in  the  Senn  Hall  of  the  Rush  Medical  College,  a 
modern  fireproof  building  opened  in  1902. 

The  staff  and  students  of  the  School  reside  in  the  Home,  430  S.  Ashland 
boulevard,  corner  of  Congress  street.  It  may  be  reached  by  any  of  the  trains 
of  the  Metropolitan  Elevated  Railway,  being  one  block  southeast  of  the 
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Marshfield  station ;  by  the  Van  Buren  or  Harrison  street  electric  lines,  both 
of  which  cross  Ashland  boulevard. 

A  new  Home,  to  be  completed  in  the  spring  of  I9i3>  is  now  in  process 
of  erection.  The  building  is  fireproof  and  modern  in  every  way.  Bright  bed 
rooms,  attractive  dining,  sitting  and  other  necessary  rooms  are  provided  and 
the  roof  is  so  arranged  as  to  allow  the  students  to  make  use  of  it. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION

General  Expenses  Ten  dollars  is  deposited  upon  entrance  to  provide 
for  such  breakage  or  loss  as  may  occur  throughout  the  course.  Any  balance 
remaining  will  be  returned  to  the  nurse  at  the  time  of  graduation,  or  should 
she  leave  without  graduating. 

Pupils  reside  in  the  Home,  and  receive  board,  lodging  and  a  reasonable 
amount  of  laundry  from  the  date  of  entrance. 

Uniform  Outfit  The  material  for  the  uniform  outfit  required  after  the 
probationary  term  is  furnished  to  the  pupil  at  cost  price.  The  uniform  con¬ 
sists  of  a  plain  blue  gingham  dress,  white  apron,  collar,  cuffs  and  cap.  The 
cost  of  this  is  estimated  to  average  not  more  than  fifteen  dollars  yearly,  while 
it  has  been  found  that,  with  economy,  a  student  may  carry  herself  through  the 
course  on  an  income  of  five  to  ten  dollars  a  month. 

Loan  Fund  A  fund  has  been  established  to  assist  students  who  require 
financial  aid.  After  residence  in  the  school  of  one  and  a  half  years,  applica¬ 
tion  may  be  made  for  a  moderate  loan,  this  to  be  returned  to  the  School 
within  a  year  after  graduation,  or,  should  the  student  fail  to  graduate,  as 
soon  as  possible  after  she  leaves  the  school. 

The  Albert  M.  Day  Fund — Also  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  nurses.  Mr. 
Albert  M.  Day,  the  President  of  the  Institution,  offers  one  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  yearly,  which  is  to  be  used  in  any  way  which  may  seem  most  beneficial. 

Scholarships— The  Woman’s  Auxiliary  Board  of  the  Hospital  offers 
scholarships  of  $420  to  young  women  who  wish  to  study  nursing  with  the 
object  of  fitting  themselves  for  missionary  or  allied  work,  and  who.  for 
financial  reasons,  are  unable  to  enter  this  school.  .  •  ••/. 
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Application  for  such  scholarships  must  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Prin¬ 
cipal  of  the  School  and  will  be  granted  only  to  such  young  women  as  prove 
themselves  qualified  to  meet  all  the  entrance  requirements,  and  who  will, 
after  graduating,  devote  three  years  to  Missionary,  Social  Service,  or  similar 
work,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Woman’s  Board  of  the  Hospital. 

These  scholarships  are  paid  in  monthly  installments  of  ten  dollars,  pay¬ 
ment  being  stopped  should  the  pupil  leave  the  school. 

Should  the  nurse,  for  any  reason  except  loss  of  health,  be  unable  to  give 
the  promised  three  years  of  such  service,  she  will  be  expected  to  refund  all 
money  received  by  her  from  the  institution. 

Hours  on  Duty — During  the  preliminary  term  the  pupil  has  daily  an 
average  of  six  hours’  practical  work,  under  supervision,  and  two  hours  of 
class  instruction.  The  rest  of  the  time  is  expected  to  be  used  for  study,  with 
the  necessary  amount  given  to  rest  and  recreation. 

After  her  entrance  into  the  hospital  she  has,  ordinarily,  eight  hours  of 
practical  nursing  out  of  the  twenty-four.  In  the  operating  room,  the  mater¬ 
nity,  on  special  duty,  or  in  case  of  need  or  emergency,  the  pupil  will  be  on 
duty  longer,  and  must  be  prepared  to  serve  longer  hours.  A  weekly  half 
day  is  given  with  extra  rest  time  on  Sunday. 

Vacation — Nine  weeks’  vacation  is  allowed  during  the  entire  course, 
given  when  the  conditions  of  the  institution  will  permit. 

Sickness — In  sickness  the  pupil  will  be  cared  for  at  the  expense  of  the 
School.  Time  lost  through  illness  or  for  any  other  cause  must  be  made  up 
by  prolonging  the  course. 

If  students  are  called  away  for  any  reason,  or  compelled  to  give  up  their 
work  on  account  of  illness,  the  vacancies  thus  made  cannot  be  held  for  them. 

A  candidate  accepted  for  the  probationary  term  should  bring  with  her : 
Four  dresses,  of  material  similar  to  sample  provided  and  made  as  instructed ; 
seven  large  wrhite  aprons;  two  large  bags  and  one  small  bag  for  soiled  clothes  ; 
underclothing  made  plainly,  without  ruffles.  Each  article  must  be  distinctly 
marked  with  indelible  ink,  and  not  with  a  stencil,  with  the  full  name  of  the 
owner.  Waists  and  articles  with  neck  bands^  must  be  marked  upon  the  inside 
of  the  back  of  the  neck  band ;  all  skirts  or  garments  with  skirt  bands  must 
be  marked  upon  the  band. 

Each  pupil  should  bring  a  pair  of  comfortably  fitting  and  good  sense 
shoes  with  rubber  heels.  A  watch  with  a  second  hand  is  also  needed  after 
the  pupil  starts  her  nursing  work  in  the  Hospital. 

Pupils  being  out  in  all  kinds  of  weather,  it  is  necessary  for  them  to  come 
provided  with  warm  underwear,  a  long  coat,  rubbers  and  umbrella.  Each 
nurse,  in  addition,  must  bring  a  plainly  trimmed  hat,  which,  with  a  quiet 
appearing  coat,  must  be  worn  going  to  and  from  duty.  As  the  uniform  is 
worn  on  the  street  only  when  necessary  and  not  when  the  nurse  is  on  per¬ 
sonal  business  or  on  pleasure,  a  simple  street  dress  is  required.  Linen  collars 
may  be  purchased  at  the  School  after  arrival ;  the  cap  worn  during  the 
probationary  period  is  provided  by  the  School. 

Accepted  candidates  whose  teeth  are  out  of  order  should  have  them 
attended  to  before  coming  for  the  probationary  period ;  it  is  absolutely  essen- 
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tial  that  each  should  have  a  successful  vaccination  before  entering.  The 
latter  matter  should  be  attended  to  as  soon  as  the  applicant  receives  notifica¬ 
tion  of  her  acceptanc.  Upon  arrival  in  the  city,  if  desired,  trunk  checks

RULES  FOR  THE  HOME 

THE  rising  bell  is  rung  at  5  145. 

Nurses  report  for  duty  at  7  m.  Before  leaving  the  Home  for 
the  Hospital  or  other  duty  each  nurse  must  make  her  bed,  dust  and 
leave  her  room  in  good  order. 

The  hour  for  closing  the  Home  is  10  p.  m.  All  pupils  are  expected  to 
be  within  doors  at  that  hour  unless  they  have  special  permission  to  be  absent, 
and  must  not  stay  away  from  the  Plome  over  night  without  permission. 
Lights  are  turned  out  in  the  parlors  and  halls  at  10  p.  m.,  and  nurses  must 
retire  to  their  own  rooms.  Lights  in  bedrooms  must  be  turned  out  at  10:30 
p.  m.,  and  during  the  evening  turned  out  in  these  rooms  whenever  left  vacant, 
the  utmost  economy  of  gas  being  necessary. 

Nurses  are  expected  to  preserve  at  all  time  a  quiet  demeanor  in  halls, 
stairways  and  dining  rooms;  loud  talking  or  laughing  will  not  be  permitted, 
^are  must  be  observed  by  each  resident  to  protect  the  furniture  and  other 
property  of  the  School ;  matches  must  not  be  struck  on  the  walls ;  the  pipes 
in  the  bath  rooms  and  other  plumbing  must  not  be  plugged  by  careless  use; 
sheets,  towels,  and  other  household  linen  must  be  preserved  for  their  legiti¬ 
mate  purposes. 

Hours  for  Meals  First  breakfast,  6:15  a.  m. ;  second  breakfast,  7:15 
a.  m. ;  first  dinner,  12  m. ;  second  dinner,  1:15  p.  m. ;  first  supper,  6  p.  m. ; 
second  supper,  7:15  p.  m. 

Nurses  mu.t  be  prompt  in  coming  to  their  meals  and  must  not  linger  in 
the  dining  room  after  meals.  No  food  is  provided  out  of  the  appointed  time, 
except  with  permission. 

Dishes,  silver  or  food  must  not  be  carried  from  the  dining  room  to  the 
bediooms.  Nurses  are  not  to  go  into  the  kitchen  or  to  give  orders  to  any  of 
the  servants.  No  visitors  may  be  invited  to  meals  or  to  spend  the  night  in 
the  Home. 

Laundry  Regulations — 'Clothes  must  be  listed  and  ready  for  the  laundry 
each  Monday  at  7  a.  m.  The  following  articles  are  allowed  each  nurse  per 
week :  Seven  pairs  cuffs,  seven  collars,  one  cap,  seven  handkerchiefs,  two 
colored  skirts,  seven  aprons,  two  dresses,  one  plain  shirtwaist,  and  twelve 
articles  of  underwear.  One  white  skirt  is  allowed  every  two  weeks,  and  a 
wrapper  once  a  month. 

Any  clothing  in  excess  of  the  specified  number  of  each  article,  and  all 
elaborately  trimmed  garments,  will  be  returned  unwashed,  as  also  those 
found  with  pins,  torn  or  otherwise  uncared  for.  All  clothes  must  be  distinctly 
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marked  in  places  where  the  name  will  be  easily  seen  by  the  laundress. 
Washing  must  not  be  done  in  the  bedrooms  or  bathrooms. 

When  a  nurse  is  sick  she  should  report  at  once  to  the  Principal,  or  her 
assistant,  who  will  see  that  she  is  prescribed  for,  if  necessary,  by  a  physician. 
Nurses  must  not  obtain  medicine  for  their  own  use  from  the  wards  or  drug¬ 
store  of  the  hospital.  Nurses  must  not  return  to  the  hospital  when  off  duty 
without  permission.  They  are  not  permitted  to  receive  calls  or  telephone 
messages  in  the  hospital  from  their  friends,  and  should  request  their  friends 
to  observe  this  rule  by  calling  upon  them  at  the  Home  and  also  sending  mail 
to  that  address.  Food,  linen,  silver  or  any  property  of  the  Hospital  must 
not  be  carried  to  the  Home. 

Pupils  will  be  excused  from  classes  and  lectures  only  on  account  of  illness. 


OUTLINE  OF  COURSES 


HE  Preparatory  Course — Beginning  Spring  and  Fall. — The  morning 


hours  are  devoted  to  practical  work  under  supervision,  comprising 


A  instruction  and  practice  in:  Invalid  cookery,  setting  and  serving  of 
trays,  making  surgical  supplies,  care  of  linen,  making  beds,  giving  baths,  etc. 
In  the  Pharmacy  the  pupil  is  taught  to  make  solutions  and  becomes  some¬ 
what  familiar  with  the  appearance  of  drugs. 

The  afternoon  hours  are  devoted  to  theoretical  instruction,  including 
classes  in  dietetics,  ethics  of  nursing,  and  practical  demonstrations  in  ele¬ 
mentary  nursing. 

Anatomy,  Chemistry,  Physiology,  Materia  Medica,  Bacteriology,  and 
Hygiene  are  taught  in  laboratory  or  class  recitation  by  instructors  provided 
by  the  staff  of  the  Rush  Medical  College. 

Examinations  are  held  in  the  above  subjects  at  the  end  of  each  course. 


FIRST  YEAR. 


Medical  Lectures — Twice  a  week  for  two  months;  October  and  Novem- 

Chemistry — Three  times  a  week;  December  and  January. 

Surgical  Lectures — Twice  a  week;  February. 

Bandaging — Twelve  classes;  March. 

Gynecology — Twice  a  week;  April,  May. 

Classes  in  nursing. 

Examination  on  each  of  the  above  subjects  at  the  end  of  the  course. 


SECOND  OR  JUNIOR  YEAR. 


Nursing  of  Children — Two  lectures  weekly;  October,  November  and 

December. 

Toxicology — Two  lectures  weekly;  January. 

Urinalysis — Two  exercises  weekly;  February. 

Nervous  Diseases — Two  lectures  weekly  ;  March. 

Contagious  Diseases — Two  lectures  weekly;  April. 

Obstetrics — Two  classes  weekly;  May. 

Class  work  in  nursing  and  allied  subjects. 

Examinations  in  each  subject  at  the  close  of  the  course. 
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THIRD  OR  SENIOR  YEAR. 

Medical  Lectures— Two  lectures  weekly;  October. 

Massage — Four  classes  weekly;  November,  December. 

Surgical  Lectures — Two  weekly;  January. 

Care  of  the  Eye,  Ear,  Nose  Throat— Two  lectures  weekly;  February. 
The  Skin — Two  lectures  weekly;  March. 

Talks  and  lectures  on  special  subjects. 

Examinations  are  held  in  each  of  the  above  subjects  at  the  close  of  the 
course. 


COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION 

PRACTICAL  NURSING — May  Russell,  Cora  V.  Johnson,  Alice  A.  Snow, 

Instructors. 

THIS  instruction  is  given  in  weekly  classes  held  from  October  to  June, 
taking  up  in  recitation  and  by  practical  demonstration  such  points 
as  may  be  included  in  the  principles  and  practice  of  nursing.  The 
following  are  some  of  the  subjects  emphasized :  Care  of  the  ward  and  hos¬ 
pital  supplier,  making  of  all  kinds  of  beds;  giving  baths;  external  applica¬ 
tions ;  giving  enemata  and  douches;  catheterizing;  method  of  charting  and 
recording  symptoms,  etc. 

This  instruction  is  supplemented  by  teaching  received  from  graduate 
nuises  in  the  Presbyterian  Hospital,  the  Central  Free  Dispensary,  and,  in 
the  senior  year,  in  the  obstetrical  department  in  the  homes  of  the  poor,  during 
the  delivery  and  in  subsequent  daily  calls. 

ETHICS  Oh  NURSING. — M.  Helena  McMillan,  Instructor. 

This  consists  of  short  courses  of  class  instruction  given  in  the  prelimi¬ 
nary  term,  and  in  the  senior  year.  The  object  is  to  give  the  pupil  an  idea 
of  what  position  the  nurse  holds  in  the  working  world;  her  attitude  toward 
patients,  the  public,  physicians;  the  qualifications  of  the  good  nurse,  and 

other  points  which  must  be  observed  by  the  nurse  to  assure  success  in  her 
profession. 

COOKERY. — Sarah  Benedict,  Instructor. 

A  study  is  made  of  the  different  classes  of  foods  and  the  part  they  play 
in  nutrition. 

An  effort  is  made  to  take  pupils  to  visit  markets,  bakeries  and  different 
food  manufactories. 

In  class  instruction  the  choice  of  foods  is  considered;  modification  of 
milk  is  demonstrated,  and  the  principles  involved  in  feeding  the  sick  are 
studied.  In  the  Diet  Kitchen  and  in  the  Serving  Rooms  of  the  Hospital 
the  pupils  1  eceive  additional  instruction  in  Invalid  Cookery  in  preparing  and 
serving  food  for  the  patients. 

The  object  of  the  course  is  to  give  the  essentials  of  dietetics,  and  enable 
the  nurse  to  carry  out  intelligently  the  orders  of  the  physician. 

Time,  six  to  eight  weeks. 
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ANATOMY 

Charles  Aubrey  Parker,  M.  D. 

The  work  in  anatomy  comprises  twenty-four  exercises. 

The  teaching  in  this  branch  is  a  combination  of  didactic  and  recitation 
methods,  with  the  aim  of  furnishing  the  students  a  thorough,  practical 
acquaintance  with  the  superficial,  regional  and  general  anatomy  of  the 
human  body. 

To  this  end  free  use  is  constantly  made  of  material  judiciously  selected 
from  the  laboratory  of  the  college  for  demonstration,  with  special  reference 
to  the  needs  of  the  students. 

Three  hours  weekly  for  two  months. 


COURSE  IN  BACTERIOLOGY 

Edwin  R.  LeCount,  M.  D. 

Making  of  the  ordinary  media  upon  which  bacteria  are  usually  grown 
will  precede  study  of  a  few  forms  illustrating  morphologic  types  and  species. 
Each  student  will  make  personal  observations  of  methods  of  growth,  form, 
staining  properties,  and  other  characteristics.  During  the  work,  the  technic 
employed  in  the  study  of  bacteria  will  be  acquired,  together  with  a  knowledge 
of  the  plate  method,  the  various  culture  media,  the  use  of  fermentation  tubes, 
and  other  methods  of  isolating  and  identifying  bacteria. 

Practical  application  of  this  technical  skill  will  then  be  made,  studying 
the  thermal  death  points  of  bacteria,  the  methods  of  sterilizing  the  hands 
and  suture  material,  the  occurrence  of  bacteria  in  dust,  the  air,  water,  utensils 
of  operating  rooms,  surgical  dressings,  etc.  There  will  be  no  systematic 
lectures,  but  instead  brief  talks,  demonstrations  of  the  use  of  apparatus 
or  discussions. 

References  will  be  given  frequently  to  text-book  or  other  accounts  in 
literature  relating  to  the  work. 

Ten  hours  a  week  for  eight  weeks. 
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CHEMISTRY 

Walter  S.  Haines,  A.  M.,  M.  D. 

Instruction  in  this  subject  is  given  during  the  first  year  in  sixteen  exer¬ 
cises,  consisting  partly  of  lectures  and  conferences  and  partly  of  work  in  the 
laboratory.  The  course  covers  the  more  important  general  principles  o€ 
chemistry  and  certain  of  the  chief  elements  and  their  compound. 

Text-Book:  Remsen’s  Elementary  Chemistry. 
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PHYSIOLOGY 

Bird  McPherson  Linnell,  A.  B.,  M.  D. 

The  required  work  includes  lectures,  recitations  and  laboratory  work. 
The  teaching  is  designed  to  familiarize  the  students  with  such  facts  and 

experiments  in  physiology  that  they  may  follow  intelligently  the  various 
changes  bearing  on  nursing. 

Three  hours  weekly  for  two  months. 


MATERIA  MEDICA 

Walter  S.  Haines,  A.  M.,  M.  D. 

The  course  consists  of  sixteen  lectures,  conferences,  and  laboratory 
exercises  given  during  the  preliminary  six  months  of  training.  The  subjects 
taken  up  are  weights  and  measures,  forms  of  drugs  and  their  mode  of 
administration,  classification  of  drugs,  and  a  brief  account  of  the  more  im¬ 
portant  drugs  used  in  the  practice  of  medicine.

URINALYSIS

Instruction  also  is  given  by  lectures,  recitations  and  clinics  in  all  the 
branches  of  medical  and  surgical  nursing,  including  children,  nervous  and 
insane,  chest,  nose  and  throat,  etc.,  as  well  as  such  specii,  subjects  as 
obstetrics,  gynecology,  the  eye  and  ear,  skin,  etc. 
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REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION 

PUPILS  presenting  for  graduation  must  have  spent  three  years  in  the 
School  must  have  accomplished  the  required  practical  and  theoretical 
work  laid  down,  and  have  passed  all  examinations.  Should  pupils 
be  admitted  for  advanced  standing  from  other  approved  schools  for  nurses, 
they  must  show  work  accomplished  covering  three  years,  two  of  which  must 
be  spent  in  this  School ;  must  pass  all  examinations,  and  must  have  a  record 

of  good,  practical  work  and  conduct. 

Positions  open  to  the  graduates  of  the  School  will  occur  on  the  teaching 
staff  of  the  School,  as  Supervising  and  Head  Nurses  in  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital,  in  the  clinics  of  the  Rush  Medical  College,  and  of  the  Central  Free 
Dispensary. 


STATE  REGISTRATION 

The  School  is  registered  in  both  Illinois  and  New  York  States,  thus 
indicating  that  the  course  of  instruction  given  to  its  students  meets  the 
requirements  of  the  law  providing  for  the  education  and  registration  of 
nurses.  All  graduates  of  the  School  are  therefore  eligible  for  registiation.

The  Alumnae  Association,  organized  in  1906,  is  a  means  of  mutual 
benefit  and  pleasure  to  the  graduates  of  the  School.  By  membership  in  the
